$62,600 HOLDUP

FORGREAT LAKES 
STATION FIXED 


Lieutenant Commander Chester S. 
Roberts, executive officer of the Great 
Lakes Naval Training station, last 
night announced peace organization 
plans for the north shore station. The 
peace quota capacity is to be 15,000 
men under training, he said, in keep- 
ing with orders from the bureau of 
navigation. The capacity quota does 
not include the men sent to Great 
Lakes for special training in the avia- 
tion, yeoman, and radio schools, the 
hospital corps, and the men known as 
the “‘ship’s company,” required to 
operate the station.

His new 
assignment is in conformance to navy 
regulations, which require three years 
of sea duty following two years of 
duty ashore. The lieutenant command- 
er’s two consecutive years on shore 
duty expired on Nov. 1, 1918.

Bill Proposed in House 
Would Subject Brokers 
to Double Penalty. 


Named to Deal with — 
the Problem. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) Ticket scalpers will be subjected to 
Washington, D. C., March 7.—[Spe- 
clal.J—While widespread unemploy- 
ment and stagnant business conditions 
reflect generally the unpreparedness 
of the government to cope with the 
problems of peace, the question of pro- 
viding jobs for jobless soldiers is giv- 
ing the war department particular 
anxiety. 

As a result of Secretary of War 
Baker’s rejection of Gen. Crowder’s 
proposal to discharge soldiers in the 
jurisdiction of their home draft boards, 
there are thousands of enlisted men 
out. of work in strange communities, 
principally the large cities, and many 
of them stranded. 

To deal with this problem Col. Ar- 
thur Woods, former’ New York police 
commissioner, has been appointed a 
special assistant to the secretary of 
war for employment. 


Can Reénter Army. 

If a soldier finds himself absolutely 
unable to obtain work, Col. Woods 
pointed out, he can reénlist {nm the 
afmy. Under the new law the war 
department has issued a regulation 
opening the one year enlistments to 
discharged soldiers exclusively. 

Col. Woods said today that the ma- 
jority of discharged soldiers have 
found jobs, probably the large percent- 
age returning to the employment they 
left to enter the army. Those who

There is nothing in the proposed law 
to prevent theaters from offering tick- 
éts for sale at places other than the 
box offices, but the same purchase 
price, which must be plainly printed 
upon the tickets, must prevail at all 
selling places.

The subma- 
rine, which threatened British commerce and Brit- 
ish naval cantrol, is to be outlawed. Naval warfare 
is to be confined to the surface, where British pre- 
ponderance is conceded and even preserved under 
the new nant of international alliances. 

It is one of the greatest triumphs of British 
statesmanship, and Americans will not grudge it. 
Fortunately for us and for the peace of the world, 
Great Britain and America, the two giants surviv- 
ing the world conflict, have been able to get along 
with reasonable amity and their essential interests 
are, in the main, parallel rather than conflicting. 
We can follow, therefore, the adroit and farseeing 
statecraft of our British allies without fear or hos- 
tility. At bottom we feel that British sea rule is 
not incompatible with our interest—in fact, has 
certain ‘substantial advantages for us in that we 
have enjoyed its benefits without paying for them.

L. B. writes: “A recent article 
in your column, in which you 
spoke of the low birth rate among

| @Teatly, partly because I am a member 
of an organization composed of persons 
‘who can prove their descent from two 
' of the pilgrims=John Alden and Priscilla 
Molines. 

“Taking a mental census of this or- 
ganisation, I come to the conclusion that 
the figures you give [2.4 per family, as 
'I recollect it) are higher than those of 
the Alden kindred would be. 

“ Taking both sides of the street in my 
home block, there are about forty fam 
ilies. The average number of children 
per family is less than two. 

‘“In the large concern in which I am 
employed I took a census of 129 men in 
one department. Of these 129 men, there 
are fifty-one [including seventeen hope- 
less bachelors] who have no children at 
all. The other seventy-eight are the 
fathers of 207—an average of 2.65. The 
‘average for the whole 129, however, is 
1.76. 

“ About 20,000 families came to Amer- 
‘fca between the arrival of the Mayflower, 


in 1620, and 1640. In McMaster's history . 


the statement is made that between the 
years 1640 and 1800 there was practically 
no immigration, yet the population in- 
creased to 4,000,000—a ratio of increase 
that never has been equaled since immi- 
gration began.” 

REPLY. 

I presume the answer to your question 
as to why there were 4,000,000 people in 
the United States in 1800 is high birth 
rate. There are organisations whose busi-

Washington, D. C., March 7.—In 
computing income taxes a husband and 
wife having incomes from separate 
sources may each apply the lower’ rate 
of 6 per cent to the first $4,000 of in- 
come.

» Washington,’ D. C., March 7.—Argu- 
ments before the Supreme court today 
on appeals from federal court decrees 
dismissing injunction proceedings 
brought by the Commercial Cable and 
Commercial Pacific Cable companies in 
an effort to prevent government con- 
trol of the cables developed charges by 
Charles BE. Hughes, counsel for the pe 
titioners, that the action of the govern- 
ment five days after the armistice was 
signed was a step to promote govern: 


[ment ownership and the reply by Solic- 


itor General King for the government 
ithat the seizure was necessary for the 
national defense. 

Mr. Hughes contended that the con: 
gressional resolution authorizing the 
president to take over cables wheg he 
deemed. it “ necessary for the national 
security and defense” was unconstitu- 
tional. 

Solicitor General King argued that 
the armistice did not end the war, and 
contended that the courts had no au- 
thority to inquire into the president's 
action.
